Held in 
the gymnasium February 4, 148 students 
were graduated with full honors. 

The June and mid-term graduations 
were basically the same — all students wore 
red gowns and the girls carried white car- 
nations.

Mid-term did not have a guest 
speaker nor Valedictorian or Salutatorian 
as principal John Hevel spoke to the stu- 
dents and parents gathered.

Music sounds soothe students 
in new teacherless environment 



Half of the biology enrollment worked 
at their own pace with the installation of 
teaching labs. Music started each lesson 
to create a relaxed atmosphere. After 
comprehending the taped lessons, stu- 
dents had to pass an oral as well as a 
written test. The labs gave students more 
responsibility, leadership and better study 
habits. 

Chemistry students involved them- 
selves in experiments, math problems and 
a two-week study on slide rulers. 

"Learning by doing," was the motto of 
general science students. They gained a 
basic understanding of today's science 
through experiments after which they 
often graphed the results. Experiments on 
the metric system and probability 
accounts started the year. 

Gearing assignments toward independ- 
ent study, physics students worked on 
outside readings and turned in reports on 
their research. They also plotted the orbit 
of Mars around the sun.

A year of revising took place in the 
English Department.

During the summer, the 
school was again represented in the Indi- 
ana University Foreign Language Program 
with juniors Pat Williams and Karan Ken- 
dall studying in Mexico for eight weeks.

Government students broke down the 
Constitution gaining a better understand- 
ing of American government. Time was 
set aside for a special section of the Indi- 
ana State Constitution and Legislature. 
Being an election year special interest 
was given to the presidential elections, 
with classes organizing their own mock 
elections. 

Economics classes took part in filling 
out tax forms. Students learned the 
proper procedure in writing out checks. 
Students also studied the history of the 
consumer and the producer in our econ- 
omy. 

Being a refresher of past studies in 
American history, juniors were required 
to enroll in U.S. History. Not only did stu- 
dents learn about the forming of the 
United States but also became familiar 
with the personalities and life styles of 
historical figures. 

World geography classes depended on 
a more relaxed atmosphere with less 


reading, more discussion and actual 
experiences. Map reading, along with 
building their own miniature city, gave 
students a better understanding of the 
rural and urban cultures. Guest speakers 
from Brazil and South Africa gave stu- 
dents a chance to hear first-hand experi- 
ences and life styles of the places studied 
in class. 

The study of other countries, histories 
and cultures became the interest of 
World History students. 

Given one semester of Independent 
Study ten seniors worked on extensive 
research papers. Subjects ranged from 
Women's Lib. to Stonehenge. 

Psychology students studied the char- 
acteristics of the individual while sociol- 
ogy students formed a better understand- 
ing of group habits. 

Because of cadet teachers, twenty-nine 
Portage school teachers were given more 
actual classroom teaching time to devote 
to individual attention.

Two years ago the Big Red cagers won 
their second sectional in fifteen years. This 
year they came home with their third con- 
secutive sectional trophy and fourth in 
Portage's history. 

The Tribe, a veteran team this year, 
proved itself by inaugurating rival Valpa- 
raiso's new high school gym in the season 
opener and by handing the Vikings a 75-69 
loss. 

A winning streak continued into the first 
game of the holiday tourney by defeating 
North Judson in a come-from-behind vic- 
tory in the fourth quarter 54-51.

Because the paper stayed bi-weekly, a 
new approach was taken in school news 
coverage. It was no longer enough to 
simply answer the who and what ques- 
tions involved in each story. The 1972-'73 
Pow Wow strived to communicate the 
effect of the news of the school on each 
individual student. Therefore, stories 
were written more as features stressing 
background materials and outcomes of 
events. 

This new kind of writing brought with 
it new columns: "^Que Pasa?", the calen- 
dar of events on page one; "Pocket 
Change," a column expressing senior Jen- 
nifer Youngman's opinions; and "Straight 
Answer," a question and answer column 
centered around drugs. Student opinions 
came via "Letters to the Editor" and guest 
Editorials. 

A change in printer for the Pow Wow 
resulted in an entirely new style for the 
paper, giving it a more arty look. It 
donned boxes, a more modern title, 
pictorial advertising and indepth 
writing. 
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Updated Legend takes on a magazine look 
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It's deadline time again. For section 
editors this often meant discovering a 
picture didn't fit and another had to be 
taken before the page could be sent to 
the printer. For photographers it meant 
extra effort to take a new picture and 
deliver a print all within a 24-hour 
period. 

Total co-operation was vital for the 
four major editors who found themselves 
sharing added responsibilities. Editors' 
positions were more clearly defined, and 
as some of the only returning seniors, 
they were assets to the other novice staf- 
fers. 

Traditional style was put aside as the 
staff chose a modified magazine layout in 
an effort to update the look of the book. 
Senior Linda Behnke picked and 
designed three basic styles patterned 
after popular magazines. While seniors 
Karen Kane, photography editor, co-ordi- 
nated the pictures and Kim Mudrey, copy 
editor, kept the three different type styles 
straight, Gary Cunningham, one of the 
first male editor-in-chiefs, worked to 
make sure things ran smoothly. 

The entire staff pulled together to 
make first semester sales a success. A 
total of $4,000 was collected to kickoff 
the first week of sales with junior jan 
Ligda tallying over 125 receipts. 

An August delivery awaited student 
approval and gave the staffers a. sense of 
pride and the knowledge that all their 
hard work was worthwhile.

Covering school events and recording 
them in newspaper style was the task of 
News Bureau. The staffers were required 
to make six copies of each story to print in 
separate papers; including three different 
versions to check redundancy. The stories 
were then sent to area newspapers; the 
Vidette Messenger, the Hearald, the Por- 
tage Press, the Post-Tribune, and a Valpo 
radio station, WNWI. Stories were selected 
at the discretion of the papers, that is 
when space allotted. 

Several writers, of the six member staff, 
traveled to the Vidette Messenger in order 
to gain a better understanding of the 
workings of a newspaper. Each staffer was 
assigned to a different reporter with whom 
they spent the day. After an about-town 
scurry with their designated reporter, each 
journalist wrote a story concerning his 


adventures of the day. The stories were 
then printed with a by-line in the after- 
noon issue of the paper. 

The news of a possible removal of the 
school's jungle hall promoted the Saga to 
choose the jungle as its theme. The aware- 
ness of conservation prevailed throughout 
the magazine with ecological pictures and 
student articles. 

The magazine selected its material from 
students' original works submitted by their 
English teachers. The material was 
reviewed by a staff that consisted of 
mainly juniors but also included two sen- 
iors, two sophomores and one freshman. 

The Saga was published with the intent 
of being not only an enjoyable literary 
magazine for students, but as reference 
material to site examples for next year's 
English teachers.
